When hedid not return at noon, 
Mrs. Edmands became alarmed and noti­ 
fied some friends. They made up so y 
oral parties and began a systematic 
search. 
Late in the afternoon some 
boys found the minister’s hat in a hole 
in the ice near the slaughterhouse, and 
it is now believed his body will be found 
in the river. 
“Rev. Mr. Edmands came to this city 
from Mankato about five years ago. 
He 
has been pastor of the church here since 
that time, but ab o u t- two months ago 
tendered his resignation to take effect 
in April. 
Ile had been in poor health 
tho past year anil had brooded over 
some troubles in 
tho 
Abercrombie 
church out of which a libel suit against 
him had grown. The worry over this 
and other m atters had a bad effect on 
his health and his friends feared a gen­ 
eral breakdown. Two weeks ago he 
fainted in church just after closing his 
sermon and it was not until tile last 
few days that he was able to out again. 
“Mrs. Edmands and the daughter are 
almost dist racted with grief. 
Tho ease 
is one of the saddest in tin* history of 
the city and bas cast a gloom over the 
entire community.”
